and Ciutll warres)the ſame Lady Margaret being allo the cldeſt ſiſter of Henry the eight of famous 
memozte King of England as afozeſaid : 

We therefoze the Loꝛds Spirituall and Tempoꝛall of this Nealme, being here aſſembled, vnited, 
and aſſiſted with thoſe of her late Maieſties Paine Counſell, and with great numbers of other pꝛin⸗ 
cipall Gentlemen of qualitie in the Kingdome, with the Lozde Maioꝛ, Aldermen, and Cittzens of 
London, and a multitude of other good Subiects and Commons of this Kealme, thirſting now af- 
ter nothing ſo much as to make it knowen to all perſons, who it is that by Law, by Lineall ſucteſ⸗ 
ſion, and vndoubted Right is now become the onely Soueraigne Toꝛd and King of theſe Imperiall 
Crownes (tothe intent that by vertue of his Power, wiſedome and Godly Courage, all things may 
be pꝛouided fo2 and executed, which may pꝛeuent oꝛ reſiſt either foꝛrein attempts, oz popular diſoꝛder, 
tending to the bꝛeach of the pꝛeſent Peace, oꝛ to the pꝛeiudite of his Maieſties future quiet) doe nowe 
hereby with one full Uoyce and Conſent of Tongue and Heart, publiſh aud pꝛotlaime, That the 
High and Mightie Pꝛinte, lames the ſixt King of Scotland, is now by the death of our late So- 
ueraigne, Queene of England of famous memozte, become alſo our Onelp, Lawfull, Lineall and 
Rightfull Liege Lozd, lames the firſt, King of England, France and Jreland, defender ofthe faith, 
to whome as to our onely iuſt Pꝛinte, adozned(beſides his vudoubted Right) with all the rareſt gifts 
of minde and bodie, to the infinite tomfoꝛt of all his people and Subiects that ſhall liue vnder him, we 
doe acknowledge all faith and conſtant obedience, with all heartie and humble affections, both du⸗ 
ring our naturall lines foꝛ our ſelues, and in the behalfe of our poſteritie. hereby pꝛoteſting and de⸗ 
nounting to all perſons whatlocner, that in this iuſt and lawfull Acte of ours, we are reſolued by the 
fauour of Gods holy aſſiſtante, and in the ʒeale of our own Conltiente ( warranted by tertaine know- 
ledge of his manifeſt and vndoubted Night, as hath beene ſayd befoze) to maintaine and vphold his 
Mateſties perſon and Eſtate, as our onely vndoubted Soueraigne Lozd and King, with the Sacrt- 
lite of our Lines, Lands, Goods, Friends, and Adherents, againſt all power, fozce, oꝛ pzactiſe, that 
ſhall goe about by wozd oz deed, to interrupt, contradict, oꝛ impugne his iuſt Clapmes, his entry into 
this Kingdome, oꝛ any part thereof, at his good pleaſure, oꝛ diſobey ſuch Royall directions as ſhall 
come from him. To all which wee are reſolued onely to yeeld our ſelues, vntill the laſt dꝛop of our 
bloods bee ſpent foꝛ his ſeruice . Hereby willing and commanding, in the name of our Soueraigne
